Both are dissatisfied with condi- 
tions here, although they grant that camp administrators are works 
ing as hard as possible. 

One chaplain, Capt. Elisha Hardmann, told the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency correspondent: “Either we save them or we don’t.” 
He complained of needless deaths since the liberation, stressing 
that since addstional doctors and special foods are required here, 
they should be flown in, if necessary. Five hundred children are 
among the survivors, including 140 orphans who are being given 
special care. 





Florida May Benefit From Hebrew U. Citrus Research 


Special 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla.—Startling discoveries 
by the research laboratories of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem, which may well affect 
Florida’s huge citrus industry, are related in 
a letter received here by William I. Boxerman, 
executive director of the Jewish Community 
Council, from Reynold Herz of the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University. 

To meet conditions created by the war, Herz 
writes, Palestine’s citrus growers, whose pro- 
ducts constitute four-fifths of that country’s 
exports, called on the University to direct its 
research toward the following ends: to check 
the decay of fruit, to improve old by-product 
uses and to find new uses for enormous sur- 


pluses of unsold fruit. 


.The first objective was realized recently 
when the Department of Physical Chemistry 
devised a wrapping paper impregnated by a 
special process that checks decay of citrus 
fruit in storage and transport. 
in treated wrappers were reduced 75%. 
























Experiments to sterilize and preserve orange 
juice for canning between seasons also proved 
successful. The chief problem has been to do 
so without changing the citrus flavor. A physic- 
ist at Hebrew University found a method of 
exposing orange juice to high frequency sound 
waves which kill bacteria without destroying 
the complex oils and other substances giving 
the juice its flavor and aroma. The process is 
quick and inexpensive. 

Of interest to Florida citrus growers is the 
quest by the University to find new by-product 
uses. Extensive research by the Department 
of Chemistry led to the conclusion that the 
considerable quantities of sugar in orange peel 
could be processed into a vitamin syrup yielding 
330 Ibs. of a thick honey to a ton of peel. This 
sugar is described as being “pleasant to the 
taste and superior to ordinary sugar,” since 
it also contains Vitamin C. Orange peel also 
is used now for the manufacture of both yeast 
and alcohol.

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Still 23,000 Jews in Theresienstadt; 6,000 from Germany “Will Die” If Returned Then

Although the 
epidemic is believed to be under control, 
public health physicians are stymied in the use of 
DDT powder, of which they have plenty, by the 
lack of spray guns. They have improvised some sort 
of shakers.

British Airways, says a report, 
has inaugurated a daily air trip 
between Palestine and England. 
The trip will take ten hours. The 
cost for the round trip is approxi- 
mately $380. 


Similar trips, unquestionably 
will soon be available for Ameri- 
cans.

srettICAGO—Senator Richard J. 
Daley, chairman of an Illinois 
State Senate committee, an- 
nounced this week that a war- 
rant will be issued in Springfield 
for the arrest of Ainslee E. ‘Hor- 
ney, publisher of the anti-Semitic 
“Hoosier Patriot.”

Believed in Lafayette 

Horney left town earlier in the 
week and Andrew Knapp, ser- 
geant-at-arms of the state Senate, 
had been unsuccessful in efforts 
to serve a Subpoena issued by 
Daley’s committee. It was be- 
lieved Horney had gone to La- 
fayette, Ind. 

“Horney’s failure to appear in 
answer to the subpoena manifest- 
ly displays his guilt of engaging 
jn un-American activities,” said 
Daley, whose committee was es- 
tablished to investigate the 
sources of subversive pamphlets 
distributed anonymously to the 
Senate. 

Want List of His Contributors 

The subpoena, issued May 19

Yugoslavia Makes It Crime 
To Stir Up Religious Hatred

BELGRADE—A law outlawing racial discrimination in Yugo- 


slavia and forbidding anti-Jewish and other propaganda leading 
to incitement against racial and religious groups was passed by 
the National Liberation Council here. The law will become ef- 
fective when it is published in the official gazette. 

The Belgrade radio reporting the text of the law, emphasized 
that it was drafted “in order to safeguard equality of people and 
citizens within the country, regardless of their nationality, race or 
religion.” It gave the text as follows: 


1. Any restrictions on individual rights against people in 
Yugoslavia on the grounds of nationality, race or religion will 
be considered a criminal offense. 

2. Anyone conducting propaganda or activities leading to 
racial hatred, will be punished. This includes the writing, re- 
producing and dissemination of inciting literature. 

3. A person guilty of committing any of the above offsenses 
will be liable to imprisonment for a period from three to five 
years, with the possible loss of civil rights after serving his 
sentence. 

4. Under “aggravating circumstances,” anyone guilty of these 
offenses will be punished by two to fifteen years of rigorous 
imprisonment and the confiscation of his property. In cases 
of incitement to murder, those guilty will be sentenced to death. 

5. Incitement to religious hatred is to carry the same pun- 
ishment as incitement to racial hatred. 


In elaborating on the meaning of the new law, the broadcast 
emphaized that religious intolerance consists of a person of one 
religion attacking any other religion and provoking a hostile atti- 
tude on the part of persons of one religion against persons of an- 
other religion. Scientific criticism of religion is not regarded as 
inciting religious hatred. 


UNCIO Bill of Rights a Fraud, 
Says W. E. Dubois, Negro Scholar

**CHICAGO—The widely-heralded declaration of human rights in- 
corporated into the draft of the preamble of the projected world 
organization at San Francisco, is a fraud, Dr. W. E. DuBois, famous 
Negro scholar, asserted this week. 

Dr. DuBois, who recently returned from the conference, where 
he was a consultant to the Ameri- =e : a 
can delegation, said the outlook 
was not promising for the future 
of minorities and underprivileged 
nationalities throughout the 
world. 
Second Part Defeats Purpose 

Minority peoples cannot look 
to the human rights declaration 
for any advancement because the 
second part of the declaration 
wrecks any promise to such mi- 
norities, DuBois said. 

“This is the case because it 
leaves to each nation the handling 
of minorities and minority ques- 
tions within its own borders,” the 
office of the National Associa- 


tion for the Advancement of 
Colored Peoples said. 

He said that since infringements 
of human rights occur within 
nations, the proposed world or- 
ganization will have no control 
over abuses and hence the declara- 
tion is worthless. 

Won’t Be Made Effective 

Although the draft is still to 
be adopted, Dr. DuBois predicted 
that no_ substantive changes 
would be included to make the 
declaration effective. 

Dr. DuBois spoke at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago before the Uni- 
versity Sociology Club.

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Question XIII: How Many Ref- 
ugees Have Immigrated Into 
the United States Since 1932? 
Answer: In the eight year 

period from July 1 1932 to June 

30, 1940, refugees have been arriv- 

ing in the United States from Ger- 

many and Austria at the rate of 
about 12,500 a year. All in all, 

100,987 have come in eight years. 

If the quota for Germany and 

Austria had been filled every year 

for eight years, 218,960 refugees 

could have legally entered this 
country. But it has been filled only 
once, in 1938-39. In 1939-40, the 
quota was only 78% filled. By 

February, 1941, an additional 

group of between 5,000 to 10,000 

refugees from German occupied 

countries are estimated to have 
entered the country. Of the total 
number of refugees who have 
come to the United States to set- 
tle, approximately 25% or one- 
fourth, according to U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor statistics, are of 
the Christian faith. The New York 

Times of January 21, 1941, quot- 

‘ing K. Brent Woodruff, executive 

director of the American Commit- 

tee for Christian Refugees, Inc., 
says: “Refugees coming to this 
country are now about 60 per cent 

Christian and 40 per cent Jewish.”

Question XVII: What Influence 
Do Jews Exert in the New York 
Stock Exchange? 

Answer: A study of the New 
York Stock Exchange in 1941 re- 
veals that of the 33 members on 
the board of governors, only 4 are 
Jewish. Of the 11 officers, there 
is none who is Jewish. The New 
York Quotation Company has no 
Jews among its 8 officers, and 
none among its 5 directors. The 
New York Exchange Building 
Company has no Jews among its 
9 officers, and 1 Jew among its 
five directors. 


Question XVIII: Are Jews Pre- 
dominant in the Retail Business 
of the United States? 

Answer: In the retail business 
the Jews are in a definite minority 
over the country. They own only 
5% of the chain stores, and play 
little part in the mail order busi- 
ness. In New York City, where a 
substantial portion of the pop- 
ulation is Jewish—about 30%— 
many of the large department 
stores are owned by Jews. 


Question XIX: Do Jews Control 
the American Press? 

Answer: From the authorita- 
tive research made by Fortune 
Magazine called “Jews in Amer- 
ica,” the facts show that save for 
the prestige of the New York 
Times, which must rank on any 
basis of real distinction as the 
leading American newspaper, the 
interest of Jews is small. There 
are only four important Jewish 
chains in the field. On the basis 
of daily circulation, these four 
groups total respectively 489,870; 
391,209; 289,126; and 198,610. 
These figures may be compared 
with the 5,500,000 daily of Hearst 
who, of course, is not a Jew; Pat- 
terson-McCormick’s 2,232,156; and 
Scripps-Howard’s 1,794,617. Fig- 
ures given by the International 
Yearbook of Editor and Publisher 
show that there are approximate- 
ly 916 daily newspapers in 544 
cities of over 15,000 population. 
Of these only 33 newspapers, 
which is 342% of the total number, 
are owned or controlled by Jews. 
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Yiddish Press Split 
On Soviet Support Issue 
Jews must choose—now. 
Shall we continue to string 
along with Russia, “our friend”; 
even when she wrongs others? 

“Anti-Semitism and anti-Soviet- 
ism go together,’ proclaims the 
Freiheit, expressing a popular 
feeling. But the Forward accuses 
that paper of using Jewish sym- 
pathies for Communist purposes. 
It says the Freiheit takes the 
attitude that every Gentile not 
approved by Moscow is an anti- 
Semite. Take Poland, for instance. 
“America says that the Pole has 
a just grievance,” declares the 
Forward. But Communists, it con- 
tinues, throw dust in Jewish eyes, 
and rouse emotions. Besides, some 
noble liberal figures of Poland are 
anti-Soviet. 

Ludwig Lewisohn (Day) con- 
tinues the revolt against blind 
allegiance to Sovietism. “I do not 
think this is a healthy situation,” 
he says. “Moral unhealth,” is his 
name for it. “These pleas ... 
have an undertone of moral dis- 
eomfort. Protestation is a trifle 
Shrill. Yet they all have a hun- 
dred mental reservations; they all 
harbor a hundred fears.” He does 
not understand Russian actions, 
he admits, and would like more 
explanation from them. Take 
Poland again. Why is “dreadful 
propaganda permitted certain 
Jews there, against the emigra- 
tion of our piteous broken rem- 
nants? ... If the Soviet Repub- 
lic is the friend of man, why 
does it not help our people to 
go to Eretz Yisrael?” 

He is even troubled by Stalin’s 
attitude toward Germans, as in 
the case of Ilya Ehrenburg. “He 
is a devout Soviet citizen; he is 
a very decent Jew. He was until 
some weeks ago the outstanding 
correspondent of the Soviet press. 
He urged a hard peace for the 
fascist beasts. Suddenly there are 
food-shops and symphony or- 
chestras in Berlin, and Ehrenburg 
is rebuked by the Communist 


party in Russia.”

Zionist-Communist 
Alliance Here Continues 

In the meantime, here, the 
curious Zionist-Communist _ alli- 
ance continues. Z.0O.A. and Ha- 
dassah leaders were acclaimed 
by thousands at a Stalinist gather- 
ing May 26. “You are Americans, 
Jews, and fraternal,” one of them 
orated, to their delight. Such go- 
ings-on, the Forward points out, 
are a “trick.” An article in that 
paper accuses leaders of certain 
non-Communist organizations of 
“opening the doors of Jewish so- 
ciety to Communist destroyers.” 
It calls upon “Jewish workers 
and individuals” to “guard their 
organizations, and not allow 
Communist agents to infiltrate 
and cause disserisions.” 

The Forward’s David Einhorn 
tells a story of long ago. There 
were three groups of Jewish stu- 
dents in Switzerland in 1916— 
Zionists, Socialists, and Commun- 
ists. Some dispute arose about what 
name to give to a certain “public 
kitchen.” The three groups fought. 
It so happened that Lenin and 
Zinovieff were living there at the 
time. The Socialists were dis- 
mayed to hear that the Zionists 
had won, with Communist help. 
It was almost unbelievable, and 
Einhorn ran to Zinovieff, the Jew- 
ish Communist, and got this smil- 
ing answer:

BALTIMORE, Md.—The Uni- 
versity of Maryland, at which 
charges of anti-Semitism have 
peen hurled on several occasions 
during the past several years, 
once more came to the fore in 
this manner last week when Dr. 
peter Oesper, assistant chemistry 
professor at the university, re- 
quested the executive comrhittee 
of the Maryland Chapter of the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors to undertake an 
investigation of “anti-Semitism 
among the students and the hir- 
ing policy” of the University of 
Maryland. 

Dr. H. C. Byrd, president of 
the university, replied that the 
charge of anti-Semitism has 
some justification in the fact 
that fraternities in the inter- 
fraternity council have refused 








to allow Jewish fraternities 

membership. He added, how- 

ever, that such memberships 
are exclusively under student 
control. 

This fraternity matter has been 
a sore spot on the campus of the 
University for several years. 

The story was featured rather

Returning Prisoners Shout 
“Down With Jews” In Riot

PARIS—Jewish circles here are considerably disturbed by re 
cent anti-Jewish demonstrations, which culminated in a crowd of 
returning war prisoners shouting “Down with the Jews,” as they 
raided shops in Paris, demanding that they be clothed. 


Serious Development . 


Bernard Lecache, president of the League Against Anti-Semi- 
tism, told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency today that the linking of 
the legitimate grievances of the returning prisoners with anti- 
Jewish activities is a serious development, which must be com- 
batted strenuously. The league, as a first step, is having leaflets 
distributed among returning deportees and prisoners denouncing 
the provocateurs who are spreading anti-Jewish propaganda. 

He also revealed that he has conferred with Minister of the 
Interior Adrien Tixier and Paris police chief Luizet, who assured 
Lecache that steps will be taken to halt the anti-Semitic agitation. 
They requested that anti-racist defense groups do not interevene. 
The officials also disclosed that police have been instructed to im- 
mediately release any Jews who might be arrested in street in- 
sidents arising from demonstrations by fascist elements. 


Arrest 17 Opposing Return of Jew’s Property 


Such clashes occurred last Friday, for instance, when a mob 


of anti-Semitic hoodlums attempted to break into a meeting called 
by the anti-racist organizations. They were driven back by the 
police and members of the audience. Meanwhile, 17 members of the 
“tenant” groups that are attempting to prevent the return to Jews 
of apartments taken from them during the occupation have been 
arrested. 

Lecache said that the anti-Jewish incidents are attributable 
to several causes. Chief among them are: the anti-Jewish heritage 
left among the French people by the Germans; the fact that un- 
purged fascist elements among the police prevent energetic action 
against the agitators in some instances and, finally, the existence 
of anti-Jewish groups, which are not numerous, but which are 
well-financed.

Did You Know? 
ID you know that the Sep- 
hardic Jews, whose an- 
cestors were driven from Spain 
in the year Columbus discovered 
America, allow the curtains of the 
Ark to remain open all through 
the service. This practice goes 
back to these terrible days of 
persecution, when they were 
forced to follow their Judaism 
secretly, and discovery meant 
prison or death. 

Fearing that a spy might be 
hidden behind the curtains to 
listen to them repeating their 
forbidden prayers, these MAR- 
RANOS (Secret Jews) drew 
back the velvet hangings. But 
the ASHKENAZIM (German 
and Polish Jews) draw aside the 
curtains only when the SEPER 
TORAH is shown or taken out 
te be read to the congregation. 

When you go to the Synagogue 
on the Sabbath, have you noticed 

that the service follows a certain 
pattern. First there is the lang- 
uage. Hebrew has always been 
the langauge of prayer for the 
Jewish people no matter in what 
language they conducted their 
daily affairs. Nowadays there are 
not many Hebrew scholars in the 
congregation and for that reason 
in many synagogues the prayers 
are translated into English and 
much of the service is conducted 
in English. 

The most important part of 
the prayers is the SHEMA, 
which is the first prayer every 
Jewish child learns. Next is 
the AMIDA or SHEMONE 
ESRE This prayer asks God for 
help and guidance and praises 
and thanks him for his good- 
ness. 

When it is time to take out the 
Sefer Torah to read to the con- 
gregation, an old custom is ob- 
served by following a set order of 
calling male members up to the 
platform. First we have a Cohen, 
one who comes from the priestly 
family of Aaron; next a descen- 
dant of Levi, the tribe who served 
in the Temple; then six others 
who are thought to belong to the 
other tribes of Israel and are 
simply known as Israelites. The 
eighth man is called “Maftir,” the 
one who is to elose the reading;

‘vr seen. If reprints of this ar- 
ticle could be obtained and dis- 
Wibuted, I feel it would do a 
of good. Also if it could 
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hear it said—and I-am one of those who 
have said it—that being a Jew has to do 
only with being a member of a religious faith, 
not with special nationality or race. But 
it’s rather embarrassing to discover that a great 
many of the citizens who say this are awfully 
weak on Jewish religion. 
Indeed, it gives a pain to find that quite a few 


of them are religious illiterates. The more in- | 


telligent non-Zionists could feel more happy 
about their case if all people who say that being 
Jewish is just a matter of Jewish religion really 
practiced Jewish religion, or knew something 
of what Judaism is all about. 

It really hurts me to confess this, since I 
am a member of our local chapter of the Amer- 
ica nCouncil for Judaism which is the organ- 
ization against political Zionism, dedicated to 
the idea that we are Jews by religion only and 
for no other reason. 

At this moment I have Mr. Zilch in mind. A 
very nice fellow, indeed. He is also a member 
of the American Council for Judaism. I met 
Zilch at the lunch counter in the Wheel Cafe. 


We shake hands for we feel most brotherly in: 


the fraternity of those who are against the idea 
of a Jewish Commonwealth. 

“Segal,” Zilch says, “you and I are like one 
on that proposition, anyway. That’s one point 
where we don’t fall apart.” (He is mindful 
that I was always for Roosevelt while he wasn’t 
for Roosevelt even once, except when he died.) 

Zilch gets lyrical on the concept that we are 
just a religious group and nothing else and 
I say, yes, you have the right idea, Zilch. That’s 
it. We’re just a religion.” 

“It’s like being an Episcopalian, a Presbyterian 
or a Catholic,” Zilch remarks. 

But I could more honestly embrace Zilch as 
a fellow whose mind runs in the same channel 
as mine, if I thought Zilch had as much Juda- 
ism as a Presbyterian has Presbyterianism. 
Only a few months ago Zilch was telling me 
that Chanuka was holiday that had to do with 
Haman being hanged. Not that it makes much 
difference whether Haman was hanged on 
Chanuka or Purim but the matter suggests 
Zilch’s general ignorance about the Jewish 
religion of which he appears to be a fervent 
champion nowadays. 

Indeed, as far as I know, Zilch’s interest in 
Jewish life has mainly to do with the poker 
club of his Jewish friends which meets every 
Sunday. Then, once a year, he makes a con- 
tribution to the Jewish Welfare Fund and on 
Yom Kippur he is in the synagogue until noon, 
if other affairs don’t intervene. 

* * 4 
I WISH the idea that being Jewish is just 
a religious identity could have better champions 
that Zilch who really isn’t like the Presby- 
terian whose religion is a matter of his convic- 
tion and of his emotions. The Presbyterian has 
made his Presbyterianism a part of the complex 
of his life and of the tradition of his family, 
but what is Judaism to Zilch? It is chiefly a 
pain he feels when he hears about anti-Semites 
being obscene as they are. 

I wouldn’t make so much of Zilch were he 
an isolated case; there are a lot of the Zilches 
who go about saying piously that to be a 
Jew is just to be a member of a religious 
group and that nationality has nothing to do 
with, and who aren’t religiously Jewish in 
the least. 

I could feel happier in the company I keep 
in the American Council for Judaism if I were 
sure that all the members are as conscientiously 
Jewish in a religious way, as professing Pres- 
byterians. I should like to see them as fervently 
religious as Zionists are political. 


(Though some of the Zionists are just too 
fanatically political and make dreadful bores 
of themselves with their insistence on their 
brand of politics, anyway, they are honest. 
Some of them are frankly so far gone politically 
that they don’t even pretend to be Jewishly 
religious. Their being Jewish has to do al- 
together with politics.) 


* * * 


ALL THIS BRINGS UP the main weakness 
of the American Council for Judaism whose 
propaganda is altogether negative. It’s pretty 
hard for a member to keep marching along 
just on a campaign of being against some- 
thing. You march without any terminal fa- 
cilities. , 

I owe $2 for dues to the American Council 
for Judaism but should I pay for a ride that 
isn’t going anywhere in particular? Since, as 
the American Council for Judaism says, and as 
I believe, being Jewish has to do with religion 
only, shouldn’t the Council be doing something 
to stir up Jewish religion in its members and 
among Jews generally? 

Yes, it’s about time something were done 
for the survival of Jewish religion which, de- 
spite the new ideologies, is what sustained and 
kept Jews alive even unto now. In the end, 
unless something is done, we will have no 
religion or state, either. 


I have just been reading an article by Rabbi ; 


Sylvan D. Schwartzman of Augusta, Ga., who 
reports a discussion he heard between Ortho- 
dox and Reform Jews. He quotes an orthodox 
rabbi: “Judaism in America is bankrupt. But 
there are all kinds of bankruptcies. The Reform 
Jew is satisfied if he can pay the creditors—his 
Judaism—15 percent on the dollar. The Ortho- 
dox Jews, however, even if he can liquidate his 
obligations in full, will at least try to settle for 
50 percent.” 
ok 6 * 

THAT ABOUT IT. Certainly, an organiza- 
tion that says that to be a Jew is a matter of 
religion solely should be up in front preaching 
Jewish religion as a satisfactory way of life, 
emphasizing the spiritual Judaism. If we aren’t 
a nation and if we don’t either understand or 
practice our religion, what are we? 

I would be willing to pay my $2 dues at once 
to the American Council for Judaism (founded 
on the idea that we are a religious group only) 
if the Council would go out to try to convert 
Jews to Judaism—its Own members to start 
with. I am thinking of a campaign by which 
Jews may be persuaded that being a Jew is 
a spiritual adventure, a way to a worthier life, 
a social obligation that has to do with Jewish 
ideals, as written in the Law and the Prophets. 

My $2 aren’t interested just in fighting poli- 
tical Zionists. My $2 say: “Well, yes, I’m against 
political Zionism but you'll be wasting me un- 
less I am spent in behalf of the affirmative 
idea that we are members of a religious com- 
munion, and what are we going to do about 
serving our religion? Isn’t it hypocrisy to speak 
so loudly of Jewish religion in a group in which 
many make so little or nothing of Jewish re- 
ligion? My dear friend, Segal, you could 
better spend me on cocktails of which, for 
$2, you could buy about four at the prevail- 
ing prices.” 

So I shall withhold my $2 dues until this 
organization against political Zionism takes 
up to do somthing positive in behalf of Jewish 
religion which, as it properly says, should be 
the one and only devotion of Jews. I don’t feel 
like wasting $2 on negatives.

for elimination of the so- 
called “Palestine Clause” from 
the UNCIO’s revised proposal 
on trusteeship is neither opposi- 
tion to Zionist aspirations, nor 
support for the Arab delegations 
at San Francisco. The re- 
quest is aimed more at annoying 
Britain which, under the present 
trusteeship proposals, will be the 
sole power entitled to decide

teeship. . . . With developments 
in the Middle East being what 
they are today, Moscow does not 
seem inclined to let Britain re- 
main the only big power in the 
Middle East. ... It can now be 
revealed that Zionist leaders were 
criticized in New York for de- 
parting from San Francisco in a 
hurry, prior to conclusion of the 
United Nations Conference. ,.. 
The mistake was realized even 
before the Soviet delegation 
voiced its request for dropping 
the “Palestine Clause” from the 
trusteeship proposal. ... It be- 
came obvious that by their pre- 
mature departure from San Fran- 
cisco, the Zionist leaders left the 
field open for the Arab delega- 
tions. .. . And it is no longer a 
secret that one of the ambitions 
of the Arab delegates at San 
Francisco is to secure a formula 
in the trusteeship plan which 
would enable either Egypt or Iraq 
to become one of the trustees 
over Palestine. . . . The speedy 
return of Louis Lipsky and Dr.

And it is obvious 
that in his present position 
Churchill is not inclined to act on 
such a complicated matter as the 
status of Palestine. ... The entire 
issue will thus be left open until 
after a new permanent cabinet is 
formed in Britain, which will 
probably not take place before 
the end of the summer, since it 
will take time before the votes 
of the members of the British 
armed forces will come in from 
all parts of the world. ... This 
works not only to Britain’s bene- 
fit, but also to the benefit of the 
Arabs whose position is now 
strengthened by the fact that they 
have become full-fledged mem- 
bers of the United Nations and 
presented a united front at the 
San Francisco Conference. , .

NEW ORLEANS, La.—J. J. 
(Jakey) Atz, 66, a former Chi- 
cago White Sox infielder, who 
later enjoyed prosperity as man- 
ager of the Fort Worth Wildcats, 
the Yankees of the Texas League, 
died here after an extended ill- 
ness. One of the legendary fig- 
ures of professional baseball, his 
favorite saying has often been re- 
peated since his death. It was 
“Leave ’em laughing.” : 


Born of Jewish parentage in 
Washington, D. C., his name in 
early years of life was Jakey 
Zimmerman. Stories have it that 
he changed his name to Atz after 
an experience with a minor 
league club which went bank- 
rupt. When that happened, the 
club officials started to pay off 
at the top of the alphabet. By 
time they came to the z’s, the 
money had been exhausted. From 
then on during his career in the 
minors on the way to the majors 
he was Jakey Atz. 

His first real major league ex- 
perience was with the White Sox 
in 1907 when they purchased him 
from the Pelicans. He stayed 
with the Sox until 1910 when he 
was traded to the Providence In- 
ternationals. That led to his first 
experience as manager, being 
named in 1911 to succeed Jimmy 
Collins. 

He assumed the Fort Worth 
managerial reins in 1917 and re- 
mained in that position for 12 
years. His greatest success came 
in the period from 1920 to 1925 
when his teams won 632 games 
and lost only 282. His teams won 
six pennants and defeated the 
Southern league champions five 
times.

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The Editor's Chair 


If you will pardon my lack of 
modesty, I will tell you a few 
more facts about the reconstitu- 
tion of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. My lack of modesty is in 
connection with the fact that 
The Jewish Post “scooped” the 
world on the United Jewish Ap- 
peal story all the way through. 

I was sitting in Boris Smolar’s 
office at the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency back in January (I be- 
lieve) when he told me “you 
scooped everybody in your paper 
last week on the story of the 
break-up of the United Jewish 
Appeal.” That was January. 

Then. several weeks ago, May 
11 to be exict, we carried the 
story of the ultimatum of the 
President’s War Relief Control 
Board in a story which we copy- 
righted. 

The story was marked plainly 
“copyrighted by The Jewish 
Post,” yet last week the Inde- 
pendent Jewish Press Service 
printed the item without giving 
The Post credit. I don’t blame 
the IJPS because they probably 
didn’t see the original Post 
story. But I do blame the papers 
printing the story without giving 
credit to The Post for they get 
our paper in exchange and knew 
that the story was printed first 
ir The Post. 

The ultimatum to the agencies 
in the United Jewish Appeal set 
the deadline at Monday, June 4. 
Monday afternoon Rabbi Jonah 
B. Wise, national chairman of 
the Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee, sent a telegram to all J. 
D. C. officers, announcing the re- 
constitution. These officers had 
already read the story in The 
Post last Friday. 

But The Post almost scooped 
itself. We had everybody that 
had any interest in The Post at 
all any place in the country 
alerted to give us the tip on the 
reconstitution. Last Tuesday we 
got word of what was up. Ne- 
gotiations were just about com- 
pleted, we heard. I waited until 
press time Thursday morning, 
and made my long distance call. 
My best source said it was news 
to him, but he would check. We 
held up the paper until he called 
me back, and you saw the story 
we carried last week. 


Then a few hours later Thurs-

day, I got a wire from the same 
party saying that the United 
Palestine Appeal board had still 
to okay the reconstitution that 
afternoon. There was nothing I 
could do, as our paper was al- 
ready printed, so I let matters 
stand. 

Monday afternoon early I got 
another call, from another source 
this time, saying that the UPA 
board had approved everything 
as far as the financial arrange- 
ments, but was getting a _ re- 
vision on the wording of some of 
the paragraphs. Then came the 
call telling me of Rabbi Jonah 
Wise’s telegram. 

Now you see the reason why 
The Post had the story first. We 
kept after it, realizing how big 
it was. And also luck was with 
us. Of course, the reconstitution 
proved The Post right in its pre- 
diction that the move would be 
effected in 1945. We kept saying 
this at a time everyone was sure 
that the break was permanent 
at least for this year, if not for- 
ever. 

This proves my thesis that a 
national Anglo-Jewish paper is 
essential to the well-being of the 
American Jewish community. 
Had the same amount of public 
reaction been aroused before the 
split, as was evident after the 
split, then the contracting agen- 
cies might not have had the 
courage to buck the entire Amer- 
ican Jewish community as they 
did when the break-up was an- 
nounced. But there was no paper 
with facilities enough to have 
gotten the story of the intended 
split so that by bringing public 
opinion to bear, the split might 
have been avoided. 

So we need a national Anglo- 
Jewish paper with trained news- 
papermen who know the back- 
ground of affairs and who can 
go where the stories are and 
spend the time and money neces- 
sary to ferret them out. As it is, 
most national Jewish organiza- 
tions can do whatever they want, 
secure in the knowledge that the 
only account of their activities 
to appear in print will be the 
one they send out via their own 
press departments. 


It is as if there were no inde- 
pendent press in the United 
States. How healthy would this 
great democracy be _ without 
newspapers powerful enough to 
really get the news. In other 
words suppose papers like the 
New York Times relied for their 
Washington news on the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Incidentally, before closing the 
subject of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, I think I should tell you 
about some confidential figures 
I saw on how communities were 
splitting their funds as between 
the JDC and the UPA. I didn’t 
get to study the figures although 
I know they were authentic and 
they shocked me. There were an 
overwhelming majority of com- 
munities who had given the JDC 
60 per cent, and only about ten 
or twelve who had split even. I 
think somewhere near half of 
the 200 cities had given as high 
as 70 and 80 per cent to the 
JDC. What I am trying to tell 
you is that the 43 per cent that 
the United Palestine Appeal will 
get seems to be at least as much 
if not more than they would have 
gotten by running their cam- 
paign independently.

Why A Community Needs An Independent Paper 


Wit happened in Seattle, Wash. with 
the local subsidized Anglo-Jewish paper 
refusing first an article from the Seattle Zion- 
ist Council and then a paid advertisement from 
the same group should be an object lesson to 
those communities and those editors who are 
considering a tie-up such as obtains in the 
Northwest city. 


The Transcript when edited by Herman Horo- 
witz was an adornment to the Anglo-Jewish 
press, and because it ranked among the first 
five, if not higher, Anglo-Jewish publications 
in the United States, was a credit to the Jewish 
community of Seattle. 


Since Mr. Horowitz stepped out of the pic- 
ture, though, The Transcript took its place with 
the other unrecognizable Anglo-Jewish publi- 
cations put out in other communities. 

And now that the present conflict has arisen, 
when the test comes along, the lack of an 


independent paper creates a difficult Situation, 
In any other community, the paper would 
both sides, and let the battle be fought out in 
public. But not so in Seattle. The paper 

be independent, and even if this test haq not 
arisen, just the mere fact of the comm 
ownership would have been enough to Prevent 
clear cut decision making for freedom of the 
press. 

The same situation, although on a different 
scale, arose last year when the National Jewish 
Monthly refused an advertisement from the 
American Council for Judaism.

War Chest Cities May Be 


LTHOUGH nothing has been said about 

it publicly, it must be obvious that mem- 

bers of Jewish communities in which local 
Jewish welfare funds have entered into War 
Chests are probably getting away with mur- 
der. In non War-Chest Jewish communities, 
amounts raised in annual drives, have in many 
cases increased almost 200 per cent in the past 
two years. In War Chest communities, on the 
other hand, the Jewish community is held down 
by its share in the general fund, and in all 
probability, although this is not necessarily so, 
the Jewish group in these communities is not

about. 

St. Louis however has found one answer to 
the problem. There the War Chest leaders were 
evidently persuaded that the needs of the Jews 
were so great that a supplementary drive was 
permitted. This effort netted a cool $186,000, 
It is easy enough to escape responsibility here 
by merely stating the fact of the War Chest 
arrangement, but the example of St. Louis 
creates a criterion for other War Chest cities, 


Too Much Waste in Propaganda Race of Jewish Organizations 


HE complaint of waste voiced in the Free- 
dom of the Press section of this issue 
by Emanuel Teitelbaum, president of the 
Johnstown (Pa.) Jewish Community Council 
warrants wider circulation, for only by criti- 
cism such as this will the national agencies be 
made to realize that they are wasting too much 
money on propaganda aimed at building the 
prestige of their own organization. 

Although it will never be published, one of 
the complaints of the President’s War Refugee 
Board was that the agencies in the United 
Jewish Appeal, while conducting separate cam- 
paigns, had actually doubled the cost of fund 
raising. 

When the break between the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and the United Palestine Ap- 
peal was announced, both partners made a 
point to assure the Jewish community that 
the break would not result in competition, 
which of course could not be so, and that the 
break would not bring about any sizeable in- 
crease in campaign costs. 

In almost the next breath, both agencies 
began to send out a deluge of propaganda to 
the Anglo-Jewish press. It took only honest 
reporting for any editor to make the charge 


that the separate drives were raising campaign 
costs. 

But the warning need not go alone to the 
two agencies. A greater offender is the Na 
tional Refugee Service, although since the 
change in publicity men at that office the NRS 
is not nearly as guilty as it was of sending out 
reams and reams of unnecessary “propaganda, 


So that the warning holds true for all 
agencies living off of funds raised by American 
Jewry. Legitimate news yes. Newsworthy pic 
tures of actual achievements, yes. But most 
of the trivial material that emanates from 
these agencies under the guise of news—n0, 


In this respect, these agencies might take 
a cue from Bernard Postal of the B'nai B'rith. 
Bernie is never shy about boosting the B’mi 
Brith, and rarely overlooks an opportunity 
which has propaganda value for his organiza 
tion, but whenever he sends out anything, the 
postage and other costs are warranted. It is 
a safe bet that Bernie’s material will see the 
light of day in print, while that of too many 
of his colleagues rarely warrants the effort it 
takes to open the envelope in which it is com 
tained.

SEATTLE ZIONISTS REFUSED SPACE IN 
LOCAL JEWISH PAPER TO ANSWER BERGER 


To the editor, 

We wish to call your attention 
to the following facts regarding 
a visit by Rabbi Elmer Berger, 
executive director of The Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism, in our 


Jaen Berger addressed a 
meeting in Seattle on 
Thursday, May 10th. Ten local 
businessmen issued an invitation 
for this meeting to all members 
of the Seattle Jewish community. 
(a) Delegates of the Seattle 
zionist Council immediately, up- 
on receipt of the invitation, ap- 
ched the chairman of the 
meeting, Mr. Alfred Shemansky, 
to permit two speakers of the 
gonist group to participate in 
the discussion following Rabbi 

Berger's address. 

(b) We were informed by the 
chairman of the meeting that 
after consultation with his col- 
Jeagues and Rabbi Berger, he 
will not permit us to “discuss” 
publicly the theories and prac- 
tices of the American Council 
for Judaism or Rabbi Berger’s 
address, but we shall be per- 
mitted “to ask questions.” 

9. Rabbi Berger invited a re- 
porter of the “Seattle Post-Intel- 
ligencer,” our city’s only morning 
newspaper, to accept his state- 
ment regarding the policies of the 
American Council for Judaism. 

(a) Rabbi Berger’s statement 
and the contents of his interview 
with the reporter of the “Seattle 


Post-Intelligencer” appeared 
then on Saturday, May 12, in 
said paper. 


(b) The Seattle Zionist Coun- 
cil, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Sam L. Levinson, upon 
learning of Berger’s statement, 
was called for a meeting on Sun- 
day May 13. It was unanimous- 
ly agreed upon that Rabbi Berg- 
er’s statement contains a defa- 
mation of American Zionists 
‘and those American Jews who 
are in sympathy with the cause 
of Zionism. It was the opinion 
of the representatives of all lo- 
tal Zionist organizations that 
especially a non-Jew must get 
the impression from. Berger’s 
statement that Zionists regard 
their loyalty to America in sec- 
ond place to their loyalty to 
Zionism and Palestine. It was 
also the opinion of the Zionist 
Tepresentatives that such state- 
ment is in strict violation of the 
traditional principles of Judaism. 
In order to counteract the bad 
impressions which  Berger’s 
statement has created in our 
community at large, a Public 
Relatidns Committee of the Se- 
attle Zionist Council was ap- 
pointed and charged with the re- 
Sponsibility to release to the Jew- 
ish public, and if it deems neces- 
Sary, to the public at large, any 
kind of material and _press-re- 
leases which would help to de- 
Stroy the implications of the 
Berger statement. 

3. The Public Relations Com- 
mittee of The* Seattle Zionist 
Council, under the chairmanship

any controversial issues. We 
therefore, offered The Tran- 
script to publish our release as a 
“Paid Advertisement.” This offer 
was accepted on Wednesday, 
May 16, but was withdrawn by 
the chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of The Transcript the 
following day, and so we were 
deprived of our right to publish 
in our own and only Jewish 
newspaper our answer to Rabbi 
Berger’s statement. 

4. The undersigned has brought 
the following motion before Se- 
attle Lodge No. 503, I.0.B.B., at 
an open meeting of the lodge, on 
May 16, 1945: 

“T move that we go on record 
that it be the opinion of Seattle 
Lodge No. 503, I.0.B.B. 

THAT we present the Anti- 
defamation Leugue a news ar- 
ticle that appeared in the ‘Se- 
attle Post-Intelligencer” on Sat- 
urday, May 12th, which gave 
the views of Rabbi Elmer Berger 
of .The American Council for 
Judaism, and 

THAT the Lodge insist that 
the Anti-Defamation League 
take action as it may deem prop- 
er, to protect us from the impli- 
cations and inferences regarding 
the Americanism of Jews, as 


contained in this news article.” 
The motion was duly seconded 
and was carried by all present 
against one vote. 


We have submitted in the fore- 
going statements and in the en- 
closures to you all the facts 
known to us in regard to the ap- 
pearance of Rabbi Elmer Berger 
in Seattle. We shall appreciate 
it if you would comment on this 
release in any way you see fit and 
proper, and we shall appreciate if 
you would mail to us any releases 
or comments you have made or 
will make in this matter.

To the editor, 

An Army day-room certainly 
hasn’t the proper atmosphere for 
what I hope to write. The radio 
has just finished Beethoven’s 
Eighth and undoubtedly more of 
this will follow. G.I.’s are in 
abundance on this Saturday 
night. The weather even seems 
to protend of something unusual. 

Something happened this morn- 
ing which struck me right be- 
tween the eyes. It’s been a-prey- 
ing on my mind and I'd like to get 
it off my chest here and now. 

This morning I was on the Bul- 
letin Board scheduled as the Bar- 
racks orderly. Since I live in the 
lower bay, my main job was to 
clean up that part of the barrack. 
The upper bay orderly has his 
duties upstairs and we combine to 
clean the latrine. 

This day my colleague turned 
out to be an old corporal well 
over the thirty-eight year limit. 
I happened to know him fairly 
well because we had been work- 
ing at the same place for almost 
a week. We dug into the work 
and were about half-way through 
when he looked at me with a 
quizical glance, “I suppose you 
are what we call a COUNTRY- 
MAN,” he. said to me. 

Frankly, I was bewildered at 
what he had said. Then it 
dawned on me. “If you mean 
that I am Jewish, I am,” I re- 
plied with a smile upon my lips. 
“You aren’t Jewish are you?” I 
asked, sort of bewildered. He 
smiled at me with the look of 
ages and his lips formed an em- 
phatic “yes.” 

As the work progressed we 
talked continually about the little 
things of interest to both of us. 
I was restlessly interested in this

Jewish, names that are utterly 
alien to Jewish tradition. Names 
like Abraham, Jacob, Aaron, 
Moses, etc..—names borne’ by 
many non-Jews, are disdained by 
ultra “American” Jews. 
The name assumed 
congregation is likewise incon- 
gruous. Christian churches are 
not named American Episcopal 
Church, American Catholie 
Church, American Presbyterian 
Church. The name of your local 
Episcopal Church is probably St. 
Paul’s Church; the Catholic 
Church is probably called St. 
Patrick’s Church; the Presby- 
terian, St. John’s Church, etc.

town in Texas. He was the first 
really small town Jew that I had 
ever known. All my Jewish ac- 
quaintances were from the Big 
City. Here was something un- 
usual. 

I learned a few things about 
him that got the better of my 
aroused curiosity. In his town 
there were just three Jewish fam- 
ilies. There was no Synagogue, 
no Jewish Education. My Brook- 
lynite mind could hardly grasp 
this. His family had been in the 
dry goods business in that town 
since 1822. Why-my father was 
just born in that year. He was a 
fourth generation and yet... 

As discussions will eventually 
go, we ventured into the land of 
Army anti-Semitism. I am only 
a rookie but my colleague was a 
veteran of many fields and many 
years of Service. I related a few 
of my run-ins in this Army be- 
cause of my faith, and then he 
told me a few of his. It struck 
me as being very peculiar that 
this tall lean Texan should ever 
have any trouble with feeble- 
minded anti-Semites. He had very 
little touch with anything Jewish 
and his knowledge of Judaism 


was null and absolutely void. He 
spoke, 
“IT have not and have never 


practiced any religion, yet if any- 
body ever asked me if I were a 
Jew, I’d stick my chin up to the 
ceiling and say ‘Yes.’” 

”"Bat,” I said, “aren’t the Jews 
only a religion?” 

The Corporal wisely looked at 
me. 

“You know better than that.” 

Yes, I knew better than that but 
I wanted an assimilated Jew to 
tell me. He didn’t assimilate to 
escape his Jewishness but as a 
natural and normal action of his 
small town. I’ve always known 
that we Jews were not only 4a re- 
ligious sect, but a natior. separate 
from others. Ou: enemies knew 
this, but it still hasn’t sunk into 
the skulls of many of us. Every 
day more are learning this, 
through the bitter pill ot experi- 
ence. Millions of Jews in Europe 
have paid for their tutoring with 
their blood. I hope that American 
Jewry can learn by other people’s 
experience and not pay a similar 
price. 

What am I driving at? Well, 
since we are not merely a reli- 
gious sect we must be something 
else. A nation. Yes, I know that 
we are just that, a people with- 
out a country of our own. I hear 
cynics muttering to themselves, 
“Are we? For over 1500 years 
we have been nothing.” But this 
is not so Mr. Assimilationist. We 
never lost our country. Don’t 
try and shirk away Mr. Assimila- 
tionist because nobody cares for 
you. As long as you are quiet 
you may stay here. That’s a good 
boy. 

Almost every nation in the 
world has a place for its body, 
and so have we. Palestine.

“There is something that I 
should like to bring to your at- 
tention, and that is the general 
dissatisfaction which prevails in 
this community and in many 
other communities concerning 
the excessive amount of litera- 
ture which has flooded various 
communities and in which your 
organization as well as_ other 
organizations are involved. 


“Frankly I think that I read 
more of this literature than most 
lay persons and it would be a 
physical impossibility to read a 
fraction of the material which I 
receive. I understand that in pro- 
portion to the funds raised it 
might easily be proven that the 
cost of the innumerable items 
that are printed and mailed right 
along might not be so great, but 
at the same time there seems to 
be a growing impression that 
thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars are wasted, and that prac- 
tically all of the lay leaders 
merely throw this material in 
the waste basket with an air of 
disgust. 

“T have been told this more in 
recent months by some of my 
local associates than ever before, 
and in a recent meeting of the

CHICAGO — Naziism may be 


dead, but the Nazi master plan of 
“Mein Kampf” is being used in 
Chicago by at least eight fascist- 
minded groups, Dr. Harold W. 
Ruopp, president of the Church 
Federation of Greater Chicago, 
said this week, as he spoke at the 
second session of the Chicago 
Conference for Home _ Front 
Unity. Acts of bigotry against 
Jews, Catholics, Negroes, Japa- 
nese-Americans, and Mexicans 
were spread on the record at the 
meeting, attended by 200 dele- 
gates from civic groups, churches 
and schools. 

Ruopp listed the 8 groups as 


the Gentile Co-operative Associa- 
tion, headed by Eugene R. Flit- 
craft; the Citizens U.S.A. Com- 
mittee, headed by William Grace 
and Earl Southard; Elizabeth 
Dilling’s patriotic research bu- 
reau; We, The Mothers, Mobilize 
for America, Inc., headed by 
Mrs. L. C. van Hynin; Constitu- 
tional Americans, headed by 
George T. Foster; the Christian 
Acton Movement, of Lawrence 
Daly; The Anglo-Saxon Federa- 
tion, of S. A. Ackley; Committee 
of Veterans of World War II, or- 
ganized in Chicago by Gerald L.

that it is a synagogue, a Jewish 
religious institution. In short, it 
is not American inasmuch as it 
has nothing to do with America 
as a political body; since the 
name has no religious connota- 
tion, it is natural to assume that 
the founders of the “Congrega- 
tion” intended to minimize its 
religious purposes, despite their 
pious protestations to the con- 
trary. 

Among the principles you 
adopted is the one advocating 
separation of church and state. 
As a good Jew and loyal Amer- 
ican, I heartily subscribe there- 
to. But your congregation vio- 
lated that principle by deliber- 
ately using “American” as part 
of the name of your congrega- 
tion. America is the name of 
the political and geographical 
entity in which we live; it is the 
name of our country for which 
our sons are fighting and dying. 
If you had been more _ pro- 
foundly Jewish, if belief in sep- 
aration of church and state were 
really a deep-rooted principle of 
the organizers of your congrega- 
tion, if you really had a deeper 
loyalty to the Jewish faith and 
Jewish tradition, the name of 
your congregation would have 
been other than American Re- 
form Congregation. 

I am not surprised that you 
enclose the. editorial by a non- 
Jew concerning your congrega- 
tion. What does he know about 
things Jewish? As a matter of 
fact it is as presumptuous for 
Mr. McConnell to editorialize 
about Jewish religious matters 
as it would be for me to editorial- 
ize on Catholic or Protestant re- 
ligious matters. Nor am I sur- 
prised that you sought approval 
of a non-Jew, for you would find 
it exceedingly difficult to obtain 
endorsement of real and genuine 
Jews—men who revere their re- 
ligious teachings, men who seek 
to strengthen the synagogue as 
a living inspiration in the affairs 
of American Jewry. 

While I am not an organiza- 
tion Zionist, I believe that Jews 
have as much right to advocate 
a national Jewish homeland as 
Americans of Polish, Czecho- 
Slovak or Irish origin have the 
right to advocate’ a homeland 
for their respective people. The 
Irish in this country are no less 
Catholic or American because 
they take pride in and are de- 
votedly interested in the land of 
their ancestors —Ireland. Why 
shouldn’t Jews adhere to their 
ancient hopes for a Jewish Com- 
monwealth in the land of their 
forefathers without forfeiting 
their rights as American citi- 
zens? 

In conclusion let me say that 
in this crucial period of Jewish 
history, it behooves every Jew 
to work in a spirit of solidarity 
and good will with all other 
Jews for the furtherance and ad- 
vancement of our religious heri- 
tage and our religious institu- 
tions. We must not foment 
denomination] differences. We 
should abjure fictional and fac-

PARIS—The French govern- 
ment has ordered the dissolu- 
tion of three anti-Semitic or- 
ganizations hich have been agi- 
tating against the return to 
Jews of apartments from which 
they were ejected by the Ger- 
mans, and also against the re- 
turn of confiscated Jewish prop- 
erty.

PARIS—To the tune of “Hitler 


was right, send the Jews to the 
crematoriums” a gang of anti- 
Semites invaded here last week 
the apartment of Feiga Lustman, 
a Jewish woman, removed the 
furniture to the street and burned 
it to the delight of hundreds of 
hoodlums who danced around the 
bonfire. 

Before the police arrived, the 
furniture was consumed in 
flames. No arrests were made. 

Mrs. Lustman, a Polish Jewish 
woman who has lived in Paris for 
16 years and whose husband was 
deported by the Germans during 
the occupation, reclaimed her 
property from a French woman 
by the name of Bruneau who was 
employed on the Nazi-controlled 
Paris radio and who had been 
given the Lustman apartment by 
the Germans. When the apart- 
ment, under court order, was va- 
cated by the French female col- 
laborator Mrs. Lustman moved in 
with her three children. Because 
the flat was cold and the furni- 
ture upset, Mrs. Lustman decided 
to stay with friends during the 
night. 

After 11 o’clock, when the po- 
licemen, customarily stationed at 
reclaimed apartments to forestall 
fascist violence, had been re- 
moved, the anti-Semites broke in- 
to the apartment in accordance 
with an evidently prearranged 
plan. One of the participants in 
the act of arson, according to re- 
liable information, was a man 
named Fichot, a police inspector. 
A policeman who was watching 
the removal of the furniture was 
reported by eye-witnesses as hav- 
ing said that “now the Jews are 
coming back after spending in 
the Riviera during the occupa- 
tion.”

LEAVES PRISON FOR PALESTINE

Frankfurter, whose assasination 
in 1936 of the Swiss Nazi leader 
Wilhelm Gustaff created an inter- 
national incident, was released 
from prison last week after serv- 
ing nine of the eighteen years to 
which he was sentenced. 


As the prison doors swung open 
and Frankfurter haltingly made 
his first step as a free man in 
more than nine years the huge 
crowd before the prison broke out 
into shouting and applause. While 
proceeding to the railway station 
with a small bag in his hand, 
Frankfurter was patted on the 
back by many well-wishers who 









waved flags, kerchiefs and 
until the train was out of gj 
Before he alighted the train, he » 
told nmewspapermen _ that 
planned to leave Switzerlang and 
emigrate to Palestine where he 
hoped “to start life anew jp a 
country where people can live and 
work without being molested,”

Nazi press demanded that he be 
executed. The assassination was 
also the subject of an official] pro.

Jews Not Welcome; 
They Want Jobs Back

PRAGUE — Jews returning to 


Czechoslovakia are not being wel- 
comed home with open arms and, 
in Slovaxia particularly, have en- 
countered a great deal of hostil- 
ity, Dr. Inrich Rosenberg, deputy 
chief of the repatriation depart- 
ment of the Czechoslovak govern- 
ment, disclosed. 


Dr. Rosenberg told a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency correspond- 
ent that while some towns have 
welcomed Jews returning from 
Theresienstadt as martyrs, the 
more typical reaction has been 
one of surprise that any Jews 
were still alive, and discomfit at 
the thought that they will want 
their jobs and property back. 


He estimated that only about 
15,000 of the country’s 350,000 
Jews survive, and most of these, 
he said, desire to emigrate to Pal- 
estine as a result of the increased 
anti-Semitism here.
